Sgt. Franeis J. McCabe Plang 
Radio Series in Campaign 
to Save Lives 

Set. Francis J. McCabe, Director, 
Highway Safety Division, Maine 
State Police, announced last week 
a series of special radio broad- 
casts—dramatizations of motor car 
accidents—to cut down the appall- 
ing automobile death and injury 
toll. 

The new program, which began 
Jast Sunday, will be heard over 
Station WCSH, Portland, at 10:30 
a.m. every Sunday for more than 
three months, under the title, “It 
Happened So Quick.” 

Actual accidents will be re- 
enacted, with the events leading up 
to them, and the causes of the 
crashes, together with the tragic 
results, will be shown. The pro- 
gvams are highly dramatic, and 
they: serve to emphasize things not 
to do, how and when not to drive 
automobile. 

“By dramatizing these  acci- 
dents,” Director McCabe said, “we 
hope to bring home to the thous- 
ands of motorists in Maine the 
tragic results that come from tak- 
ing chances, from failing to ob- 
serve the rules of the road, from 
so-called ‘minor’ infractions of the 

“It Happened So Quick” is a 
non-advertising program of 16 min- 
utes duration, produced by a spec- 
fal cast. It is expected to rank 
highly among dramatic offerings 
and simultanoeusly to play an im- 
portant role in Director MeCabe’s 
campaign to prevent accidents and 
save lives.
